An Animated Discussion Takes

As a direct result of the action of 
the executive council of Alberta, ar- 
rangements have been made to_ give 
empioyment on the Bdmonton, Dun- 
voean and B.C, and Alberta and 
Great Waterways railways to ali bona- 
fide residents of the province in need 
} of work,

morning between Hon. Charles. a w-

art, ucting premier; Hon, W. 
Gariepy, minister of municipal af- 
fairs; Hon. J. R. Boyle, minister of 


education; Mayor MeNamara, Com-« 
| missioner Booth, and Aldermen East, 
Sheppard and Kinney, ang after the 
acting premier and the ministers had 
received a deputation from the unem- 
ployed at the government buildings, 
the members of the executive council 
mentioned interviewed W, R. Smith, 
chief engineer in charge of the E.D, 
& B.C. and the A. & G.W. railways. 

Mr, Smith stated that he would deal 
individua.ly with every bona-fide resi- 
dent of Alberta who was absolutely in 
need of employment, and would give 
them work, preference being given 
to married men. Mr. Smith is now 
taking the matter up with the con- 
tractors on the two lines in order that 
the total force which they can use 
can be put to work at once. 


I.W.W. Meet Government 

Ways and means of alleviating the 
condition of the unemployed in Jéd- 
monton were discussed for an hour 
and a half yesterday ‘afternoon  be- 
tween Hon. Charles Stewart, acting 
premier; Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy, min- 
ister of municipal affairs; and James 
Rowan and Allan Macdona.d, leaders 
of the Industrial Workers of the 

Worid. Six hundred were in the 
procession that marched to the gov- 
ernment buildings, ! 

At this meeting Hon. Mr. Stewart 
made known the result of the morn- 
ing’s conference with the mayor and 
city commissioners; carefully expained 
to the LWW, Teaders that he, as avi- 
ing premier, an¢ his celleagues, aa 
provincial cabinet ministers, were 
bound to consider the whole employ. 
ment problem of AJberta; and prom: - 
ised that everything possible would be 
done, within the power of the gov- 
ernment, to deal with the situation, 

Declined Responsibility 

The acting premier received the 
representatives of the unemployed 
with courtesy, and admitted freely 
the gravity of the situation, He du- 
clined, however, to accept responsi- 
bilty on behalf of the province for 
the over-advertising, which he ad- 
mitted, had contributed largely to the 
present crisis. He took pains to ex- 
plain that the Provinee of Alberta 
does not, and never has, advertised 
for any peope except those able and 
qualified to go on the land, 

The acting premier at the outset 
confined the discussion to a consider- 
ation of the means at hand to pro- 
vide work for those who need it, 

“LT recognize,” he said, “that what 
you men want is not food or money, 
but work,” 

Says Problem is Acute 

Wxpluining the object wf their 
visit, Allan Maedonald said that the 
problem of the unempicred in Ed- 
monton was aoute, and that city offi- 
cials having confessed themselves un- 
alle to cope with the aituation the 
men had thoavht .t beet, before tak- 
ing further steps, to see if the pro- 
vincial goverament could offer any 
solution. He added that the reckless 
advertising of the municipal, provin- 
clal and Doaninion authorities, hed 
brought an excess of laboring men to 
the west, 

“Both,the elity officials and your- 
selves,’ said Mr, Stewart, “are labor- 
jing under a tnisapprehension. This 
government haus no propaganda for 
the attraction of labor, We have 
considered that there is already suffi- 
clent labor in Alberta. We have sug- 
gested to the city that since they have 
an organization in connection with 
works of various kinds they are in 4 
better position to provide relief than 
wea.e. This government has no work 
on hand upon which large pumbers 
of men could be employed. Prac- 
tically all we deo is to build bridges 
and make roads,” 

Koads in Peace River Country 

Secretary Rowan of the LW.W. 
asked if it was not possible for the 
government to appropriate money 
for roads which were urgently needed 
in the Peace River country, Mr. 
Stewart replied that he was in re- 
celpt of a seore of telegrams from 
the north country asking the govern- 
ment “for God's sake” to give the 
reoad-building work to *he people al- 
ready located in the Peace River 
country, who had put thely ali into 
their farms, and who were badly “up 
againet it.”
